The Stockholders of the United Box 
Board and Paper Co. Organizing One. 


The Proposition to Sell the Stock of the American Straw Board 
Company to Meet Interest on United’s Dividends Has 
Aroused the Stockholders of the Latter Company. 

Plans are on foot among local stockholders and various outside 
interests of the United Box Board and Paper Company to perfect 
an organization and select a share Owners’ protective committee 
The principal object will be to secure concerted action among the 
holders of box board stock. Efforts will be made to secure the 
co-operation of stockholders elsewhere, and it will be the plan 
to secure direct representation on the board of directors 

The possibility of an application for a receivership has not been 
overlooked, although the chances for such a step are at present 
remote. Unless the stockholders who are organizing are led to 
believe that only through such a drastic course can they secure a 
better administration of the company’s affairs than at present will 
they seek the intervention of the courts. A number of the heavier 
stockholders have held conferences, and it has been decided to 
proceed at once with a plan that will enable them and such others 
as desire to co-operate with them to take concerted protective 
steps 

The movement is the outgrowth of the present weakness in the 
box board stock It is not necessarily the desire of the stock 
holders who have decided to act in the matter to antagonize Presi 
dent Barber or his associates The idea is rather to place the 
holders of box board stock in a position where they can act in 
unison, either in approving or rejecting such plans as may be 
suggested \ large New York house which is largely interested 


in the company has been asked to suggest a plan of reorganiza

tion. This plan was suggested by President Barber after he had 
been consulted by representatives of the Chicago stockholders It 
is understood that the plan to be formulated by the New York 
house will be announced shortly. In the meantime it is said the 
Chicago stockholders will proceed with their organization, and will 
be prepared to take action on such plans as may be submitted 
The only plan thus far suggested is the one credited to President 
Barber, which includes the formation of a holding company or 
syndicate to take over the box board company’s holdings of 
American Straw Board stock. Thus far President Barber has 
not officially outlined this plan in detail, and efforts are being 
made to secure a definite statement from him in the matter 

The stockholders in their deliberations thus far have been 
guided by conservatism, and while no steps have been taken in the 
direction of eventually throwing the corporation into the hands of 
a receiver, the possibility of such a step has not been lost sight of. 
The American Straw Board Company is earning 7 per cent. on 
its stock. It has earned more than $1,000,000 since it was taken 
over, but has paid no dividends into the box board treasury. The 


Uncas Paper Company was turned over to it for $250,000, and 


though the latter is one of the best earners in the box board 
combination its earnings are not available to box board stock 
holders, because of the transfer 

It is said that Mr. Barber once sought to sell the straw board 
company to himself and associates, and the present stockholders 
fear another attempt is being made to take out the most valuable 
asset in the box board combination. The Uncas Paper Company’s 
profits average $100,000 per year, or 50 per cent. on

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BAGS AGAIN ADVANCED. 


Nearly All the Grades of Bags Raised Another 10 Per Cent.— 
Fear of an Advance in Bag Papers Partly Responsible 
for the Lowering of Discounts. 


A meeting of the largest paper bag manufacturers in the coun- 
try was held at the Imperial Hotel, New York, on Thursday of 
last week for the purpose of considering a further advance on 
paper bags. The meeting adjourned at 6 o'clock in the evening, 
and it was then officially announced that specials and standards 
(flat and square), and the various grades of white bags had been 
advanced about 10 per cent. over previous prices. The new prices 
became effective immediately. The new discounts as announced 
are:

These prices are subject to 5 per cent. extra in carload lots. 

Since the scheme for forming a trade association among the 
manufacturers fell through a short time ago a sort of a gentle- 
man’s agreement has been in existence. That this latter movement 
has been a success is indicated by the dispatch shown in getting 
together and the rapidity with which the manufacturers notify 
one another. This co-operative plan of the manufacturers has 
proven very successful, and all agreements entered into at the 


meetings have been maintained by all of them. Trade jealousies 


have given way to confidence among the manufacturers, and the 
rigidity with which the uniform prices are held shows that each 
manufacturer feels confident his competitor is doing likewise. 

No special reasor is given for this latest advance, but the antici- 
pation of another advance on bag papers by the manila and fibre 
manufacturers at their meeting in New York this week may have 
been the inciting cause of this latest announcement. It is still 
rumored in the trade that there is something stronger than a gen- 
tleman’s agreement binding the manufacturers together, but this 
has been denied on more than one occasion by several of the big 


manufacturers of bags in the East. The Continental Paper Bag 
Company and the Union Bag and Paper Company did not make 


any advances on their automatic or improved bags. These com- 
panies advanced only those grades which correspond with the ones 
made by the other manufacturers. 


Low Water May Force Holyoke Mills to Put in Motors,

Meeting of Roll Wrapping Printers Postponed.

Dayton, Ohio, December 11, 1906—The meeting of roll wrap- 
ping paper printers of the United States, which was to have been 
held at Cincinnati this week, was postponed indefinitely, so dealers 
and printers in this city have been notified, though an impression 


prevails that the session will of necessity be held soon. There 
are upwards of 150 active roll wrapping dealers in the United 
States, and a goodly representation was expected at the meeting. 
Since the last meeting, about two years ago, many changes have 
taken place, and there have been admitted improvements. It was 


to discuss the many changes in the trade that the meeting was 
called. Many of the manufacturers sent “regrets,” but announced 
they would be ready for a session after the new year, not men- 
tioning any specific date. The inability of many to be present at 
the meeting this month, when a new organization would probably 
have been promoted, led to an indefinite postponement, much to 
the regret of those actively engaged in promoting the interests of 
this branch of the paper industry. M. V. 


Holyoke Mills Again Back on 50 Per Cent. Flow.

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 11, 1906—The Holyoke Water 
Power Company has again issued restrictions to the mills pro- 
hibiting the use of more than 50 per cent. surplus water. It was 
thought at the office of the company this afternoon that this limi- 
tation would carry the mills through the week, unless the river 
fell more rapidly than could be forecasted at the present time. 
The chief hydraulic engineer of the company stated that the out- 
look for the manufacturers was more unfavorable this week than 
it had been at any time during the season thus far. There is 
plenty of freezing weather at the present time and much water 
is being consumed in the making of ice along the feeders to the 
Connecticut, and in some instances the feeders have almost en- 
tirely disappeared. Ferry.

tect what are termed the interests of the rank and file of the 
company. 
The stockholders insist that a clear and comprehensive statement 


of the financial condition of the company must be forthcoming 
instanter. They assert that the lack of information is suggestive 
that the investments of the company have been permitted to de- 
preciate and that the present weak condition of its stock is an 
admission by those on the inside that this is a fact. 

The gossip at the meeting was to the effect that the controlling 
interests are quietly liquidating on their friends. At the same time 
those at the Ohio meeting were declaring that a dividend was 
promised on the preferred stock by those who got them into the 
company. The stock is not collateral at the local Chicago banks, 
and those who have been buying have been doing so on the theory 


that it will soar very shortly. 

The management of the company has permitted the shares to 
take care of themselves, and no official statement has been issued 
to encourage buyers. For this reason they assert that they are 
not responsible for the dissatisfaction. They also declared that 


the earnings are the best they ever were, and that a 2% per cent. 


dividend on the American Straw Board holdings of the United 
will pay all the year end accounts. Woop. 


Want the Uncas Returned to United.

Cuicaco, Ill, December 11, 1906.—Sidney Mitchell, representing 
80,000 Chicago shares in the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, is now in New York co-operating with certain interests 
there in an effort to induce President O. A. Barber to restore the 
ownership of the Uncas Paper Company to the United. These 
stockholders claim that the transfer of this property to the Ameri- 
can Straw Board Company was a personal transaction of Mr. 
Barber and that he can be called upon to restore it. They are 
apprehensive that President Barber’s real intention is to take 
both the American and Uncas out of the United and thus deprive 
that hard-pressed company of its most valuable assets. A num- 
ber of the local stockholders are itching to retire Mr. Barber from 
the management of the United and it is almost certain that the 
Chicago interests will secure substantial representation on the 
board of directors at the annual meeting.

NEW YORK DEALERS DINE. 


The Fifth Annual Banquet of the Paper 
Association an Enjoyable Affair. 





The Members of the Association and Their Guests Gathered at 
the New Knickerbocker Hotel, in That City, on Wednesday 
Evening of Last Week, Where They Regaled Themselves. 


The fifth annual banquet of the Paper Association of New 
York City was held in the large and magnificent banquet hall of 
the new Hotel Knickerbocker, Forty-second street and Broadway, 
New York, on Wednesday evening of last week. It proved to be a very 
pleasant affair, the excellent menu, the speeches and the spirit of 
good fellowship being thoroughly enjoyed by the members and 
their guests. The company was seated at twelve round tables, 
with a large one at the end of the hall for the speakers. The 
sherbet was served in miniature steins inscribed as follows: 

The Paper Association of New York, 


“Trade Customs.” 
“Ain't It Hell to Be Poor?” 


December 5, 1906, 


The ice cream was served in bales of fibre. Both of these novel- 
ties made a decided hit with everyone present, and George F. 
Perkins, Jr., and the other members of the committee on arrange- 
ments are to be congratulated for their good work in contributing 


to the success of the dinner. The music, which was supplied by 


a colored quartette, was well received, and the musicians were 


roundly applauded for their efforts. 
President W. E. Ebbets presided, and when the coffee had been 
served he rapped for attention, speaking as follows: 


President Ebbets’ Opening Address. 


Once a year we get together as we are tonight and call it the 
annual banquet, and on such an occasion I do not wish to bore 
you with a lot of statistics and try to show you how much good 
our association is doing for you financially. I rather prefer to 
direct your attention to the words “association,” “fellowship” and 


“sincerity,” which go hand in hand, and speak from another stand- 


point for our association. 

As the word association means fellowship, and when we speak 
of fellowship we must also speak of sincerity, as it is not practical 
or possible to make an association out of insincere men, so when 


a man joins our association he should come among us with that 


distinguished though invisible badge of sincerity. We now have, 


I believe, forty-one members, and our meetings are held once a 
month, and usually last from forty-five minutes to an hour. I 
am thankful to say that we generally have a quorum present, and 


are thus enabled to transact such business as may happen to come 
before the meetings. But this, gentlemen, is not what we want; 
it is not doing justice to your officers nor is it doing justice to 
yourselves. 

What is to be gained by isolation? Nothing. The man today 
who says he has not time to devote to association affairs, who 
says his business will not permit it, and that he cannot get away, 
will find eventually that his more up to date neighbor who does 
believe in federacy, in combined ideas, has gone ahead of him and 
is enlarging his business. Nor is it the routine business of an 
association which brings this out, but the good fellowship among 
the members. 

It has been my good fortune to have been in the paper business 
for a number of years, and I well remember the time, and it is 
not so far back, either, that one paper man hardly knew his com- 
petitor, and what little he did know of him was never any good. 
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You noticed I said “my good fortune” to have been in the paper 
business. I mean it, gentlemen, every word of it. I love the busi- 
ness, and, moreover, love the men in it; because since our associa- 
tion was formed [ have found to my utter surprise that instead of 
being the blacklegs we each supposed the other to be I have found 
a mighty fine, honorable lot of men—good fellows; sincere in what 
they say and always ready to help me with an exchange of ideas 
and in a material way as well. You all are aware of the fact that 
the company I represent is moving, and really some of these same 
gentlemen not only offered but actually loaned me hand trucks, 
etc., to help me out. It was not the mere loaning of these articles, 
it was the manner in which they were loaned that impressed me— 
it was good fellowship. Then, again, a very great impression was 
made upon me by a notice which appeared in one of our local 
trade papers a few weeks ago, which made announcement of the 
fact of our company removing from its present quarters, explain- 
ing in brief the growth and success, making it necessary to secure 
larger quarters, and best of all that all of this was not begrudged 
by its competitors. I appreciate this more by far than I can very 
well put into words, and assure you all I have the same feeling for 
you. 

This I firmly and honestly believe emanates from our association 
and the good fellowship existing, and I beg each and every one 
of you to lend your presence for the short time our meetings 


cover, only once a month; even if you don’t profit at one particu- 


lar meeting, someone else may, and that is something That is 
your test of sincerity that is giving you the right to wear the un- 
seen badge, sincerity, the cement which should fasten this body 
of thinking men together. Nothing begets nothing, you know, so 


come give your time, valuable though it may be; give your ideas; 
help someone not quite so successful, and then we will be an asso- 
ciation, a fellowship, which means more than an empty name, a 
room with vacant chairs with only a handful of listeners. We 
want you at our meetings, your personality, the atmosphere you 
create; most of all an exchange of ideas. We have nothing at 
our meetings to buy or sell, we officers, so you must bring your- 
self, and bring it heartily, and surely the result will be a profit 
to each of us. 

Three rousing cheers were given Mr. Ebbets when he had 
concluded his speech, which demonstrated beyond a doubt the 
popularity of the speaker with the members of the association. 
President Ebbets introduced Judge Chas. F. Moore as the next 
speaker of the evening. Judge Moore’s speech was a very witty 


one, and in his opening remarks he told a few timely jokes, which 
were appreciated. Upon resuming a more serious vein he said: 


Chas. F, Moore’s Speech. 


When it was finally decided that I should be present | questioned 


the gentleman who invited me on what I would be expected to 
say, and he remarked: Well, we are not particular about the 
weight or the strength, the important part is the finish, and the 


sooner the better. I permitted him to dictate the specifications 
and name his own terms, but these privileges cannot continue in- 
definitely. A movement is on foot to form an afterdinner 
speakers’ union. It is to be an ironclad union, not a “gentlemen’s 
agreement.” I have little faith in the effectiveness of a “gentle- 
men’s agreement.” It reaches only the gentleman, and he is not 
the fellow we are looking for. When this union is organized 
there are many reforms we will propose to effect, many grievances 
we intend to redress. And another thing for the good of all 
parties, and to prevent discriminations and abuses, we propose to 
adopt and promulgate certain trade customs. Our quotations will 
be uniformly made on speeches delivered. I was informed that the 
company would not be composed entirely of dealers, but that a 
number of manufacturers and consumers would also be present. 
It seemed proper that I should select some topic of general inter- 
est to all. I shall therefore talk for a few minutes abotft liars. 
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Continuing Mr. Moore described the various kinds of liars, such 
as the commercial, incidental, political, social, sympathetic or 
benevolent, and the conventional liar. His speech was greeted 
with laughter and applause. 

W. N. Caldwell, president of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany, was the next speaker, and he expressed his delight at being 
present, and said that his company had always tried to co-operate 
with the jobber and the jobbing trade, and would in the future 
continue to follow the same policy. During his remarks he re- 
ferred to the “trade customs” recently adopted by the manufac- 
turers, and said that he believed when the members of the trade 
had a longer experience with them they would find them prac- 
tical. He believed that the jobbers and the manufacturers should 
work together in harmony, and said that he was sure the manu- 
facturers were quite willing to consider any suggestions the dealers 
wished to make. His remarks were greeted with an outburst of 
applause. 

J. E. Linde, president of the National Paper Trade Association, 
upon being introduced received a very hearty welcome, and spoke 
as follows: 


Mr. Linde on Relations of Jobber to Manufacturer. 


Mr. Presipent, Lapres anp GENTLEMEN—I beg pardon, gentle- 
men. I see there are no ladies here tonight. The fact is, that as 
I look at our worthy president, all resplendent in immaculate 
white shirt front of ample proportions, and see his fine, manly 
face wreathed in smiles that won’t come off, I am involuntarily 
carried back to our semi-annual convention days in Minneapolis, 
where he not only distinguished himself as an orator, but also 
endeared himself so thoroughly to the ladies, who were such an 
important factor, that he became a general favorite with them, and 
justly so, for he certainly made a record by his politeness, his 
versatility and tact. You will hardly believe it, but it is a fact 
nevertheless, that-his nearest competitor in this field was our 
Treasurer Hutchinson. You know him better as a ball player, 
and you know, too, that he throws a bluff even better than he 
throws a ball, unless, indeed, it be a high ball. It is but natural, 
then, that as I look at these two gentlemen I should again feel 
myself under the spell of an occasion upon which they achieved 
such signal successes. 

As for me, I am one of those unfortunate individuals whose 
best thoughts always come too late to be of use in intercourse 
with the ladies or in afterdinner speaking. I am too serious, and 
usually find myself plunging into dry business platitudes instead 
of amusing my audience with witticisms, and I fear, therefore, 
that those of you who have heard me so often have long ago 
voted me a bore. That I should be asked to talk under such 
conditions reminds me of the story told by the Rev. Mr. Savage 
at one of the paper and pulp dinners. 

It was of a noted divine who had retired to a secluded rural 
community for needed rest after an arduous winter, and who was 
congratulating himself because, for a time at least, he would not 
be obliged to grind out a sermon each week, when the curate of 
the little community fell suddenly ill and the elders called upon 
his reverence for help. Of course, there was no escape, and he 
preached a sermon which he considered suited to his surround- 
ings. When about to leave the church after the services a depu- 
tation of the elders approached him to thank him for his kindness, 
and, said the spokesman, in the course of his remarks, “We fully 
realize that a poorer speaker would have answered just as well, 
but the truth is we did not know where to find him.” Now, I doubt 
that a poorer speaker than I would have answered here, but I 
eknow you would have had difficulty in finding one. However, I 
have been asked to speak upon the relations of the jobbers with 
the manufacturers, and to illustrate those relations I want to tell 
you an anecdote which I found among the newspaper waifs the 
other evening. 

_It was a cold winter's night about bedtime; the meek, Swedish 


girl was about to retire when the kindhearted housewife remem- 
bered that there was no fire in the girl’s room, so she said: “Anna, 
it is very cold tonight, and I fear you will freeze. You would bet- 
ter take a flatiron to bed with you.” The next morning the 
mistress asked the girl, “Well, how did you get on with the flat- 
iron?” “Oh, Missus,” answered the girl, “I tank I get him almost 
warm.” The foolish girl had taken a cold iron instead of a hot 
one. 

That is practically our position with the manufacturers. The 
subject of our relations with them has been with us many a 
winter's night, and, as a body, they seem to have been about as 
cold as Anna’s flatiron, but appearances often deceive us, as a 
street car conductor discovered this evening. 

An elderly woman accompanied by a boy entered the car. She 
had an aggressive nose, keen eyes and a sharp chin. The con- 
ductor nerved himself for the encounter, and approaching her he 
said, “You will have to pay a fare for that boy, madam.” “Why, 
certainly,” she said, opening her purse. “I expected to pay for 
him. Do I look like a person who would beat the company out 
of a fare?” “You do, madam,” said the conductor solemnly, 
“That's what fooled me,” and so it may be with the manufacturers. 
They may have hidden a kind heart under an austere exterior 
all this time, but now at any rate they really appear to be warm- 
ing up. . 

You know of course that our éxecutive board of the National 
Association was in session at the Waldorf-Astoria on the 12th 
and 13th of November, and that we had conferences there with 
the representatives of book and manila manufacturers. Now the 
fact that these gentlemen conferred with us at all is an achieve- 
ment in itself, but the friendly manner in which they met us and 
invited suggestions from us was particularly gratifying, and led 
the conferees to hope that something tangible would surely result. 
I personally am convinced that a large and growing number of 
manufacturers are coming to the conclusion that the jobbers have 
rights that should be recognized by them, and that it is to the 
advantage of the manufacturers to work harmoniously with us. 
I feel, therefore, that we have accomplished considerable in an 
educational way in bringing about this change of sentiment and 
I cannot but believe that the future will develop a much better 
understanding than has existed in the past. We, as jobbers, must 
not forget, however, that while we have rights, so have the man- 
ufacturers, and we should guard their rights just as zealously as 
we defend ours. 

We should be willing to admit that the new “trade customs” 
are in the main fair, and warranted by present conditions, and if 
that be so we should make no objection to the principles involved, 
but content ourselves with urging their modification where we 
find them objectionable. 

Our recent talk with the manufacturers was entirely along these 
lines, and, as stated before, our suggestions were received in a 
friendly spirit, so that our executive board adjourned in a very 
hopeful frame of mind. If then the two associations can arrange 
frequent joint meetings of the executive boards to discuss trade 
conditions and adjust differences, our problem, the proper rela- 
tions of the manufacturers with the dealers, should be capable of 
a solution in the near future. In the meantime let us have 
patience. 

A. M. Burr, president of the Boston Paper Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion, said upon being introduced that it afforded him no small 
amount of pleasure to be present. He pointed out the necessity 
of all members attending the meetings of their respective associa- 
tions and taking an active part in their affairs. He said that 
reports of their meetings reached the manufacturers through the 
medium of the trade journals, and that the manufacturers were 
particularly interested in these proceedings. All this, he said, 
would lead to beneficial results, and the reports in the trade

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NO CHANGE IN BOX BOARD PRICES. 


The Manufacturers, Members of the Trade Association, Met in 
New York Last Week and Decided to Leave the Present 
List Unchanged for the Next Quarter. 


After being in session for three days last week at their 
meeting headquarters in the Century Building, New York, the 
box board manufacturers came to a final decision, and an- 
nounced that no further advances had been made on box 
boards, and that the present prices would be continued for 
another three months. This was the regular quarterly meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the box board association. 

The meeting opened on Wednesday, with a full attendance 
of the members on the committee present, and before it was 
adjourned on Friday the board had agreed by a unanimous 
vote not to increase the prices on the various grades of box 
boards during the next quarter. 

This association, which has on its membership list the 
largest manufacturers of boards in the country, representing 
90 per cent. of the entire production, has proved to be, after an 
existence of a little more than a year, the most successful oi 
the associations yet formed in the paper industry. The doings 
of the association are followed very closely by manufacturers 
of paper all over the United States. The system and method 
of operation employed has been adopted by other associations 
recently organized in several of the other branches of the in- 
dustry. The box board association is considered the father 
of these newly formed trade associations. All its members 
work together in perfect harmony, and dissensions among its 
ranks are of rare occurrence. The co-operative plan on which 
it is gonducted has also proved of inestimable value to its 
members, and the dispatch with which all questions at issue 
are disposed of is an example of what can be accomplished by 
well directed and concerted action. Since the association 
came into being it has made great strides in the way of reme- 
dying numerous trade abuses and raising the prices of all 
grades of box board to a profitable basis by eliminating a 
ruinous competition which existed for years among the manu- 
facturers. 

At the meeting last week a large amount of business was 
attended to, reports were made by the various standing com- 
mittees of the association, and all questions bearing upon the 
manufacturing and distributing of their product were dis- 
cussed. Regulations for the conducting of new business dur- 
ing the next three months were also arranged for, and the 
smoothness and quiet manner in which all these proceedings 
were gone through justly entitles it to first place among the 
paper trade associations. Its usefulness has been practically 
demonstrated, and its permanency is now considered an as- 
sured fact. The next regular meeting of the association will 
be held during the second week of March, 1907. 


R. R. Rate Law Forces Illinois Railroads to Get Together. 


Cuicaco, December 11, 1906.—To secure concerted action on all 
propositions affecting interstate traffic all the leading railroads 
in the State of Illinois have formed the Illinois Freight Associa- 
tion. W. H. Hosmer, secretary of the Western trunk lines com- 
mittee, has been elected as chairman, and Horace Tucker secretary. 
The association is to issue a tariff giving the rates by all lines be- 
tween points in Illinois, which will save each road the heavy ex- 
epense of issuing individual tariffs. Before the first joint tariff is 
published an effort will be made to revise rates so that the maxi- 
mum under the ruling of the railroad and warehouse commission 
will be charged by all lines. They are now doing this on the 
first five classes of freight, but on the lower grades of freight 


many special rates have been made by the various roads, usually 
to provide raw material at the lowest price to the manufacturing 
industries on their lines. Some of these rates will not be ad- 
vanced, but there will be a general increase in commodity rates if 
the roads can reach an agreement to that effect, and the indications 
are that they can. 

An important ruling has been made by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission regarding the publication of one tariff for a number 
of railroads. While not disposed to view joint or “assembled” 
tariffs as prima facie evidence of illegal combinations, the commis- 
sion declares that a railroad which becomes a party to a joint 
tariff cannot issue separately any amendment to that tariff, making 
a change in rates. In other words, a railroad company cannot 
have two ways of publishing its tariffs. The commission also 
requires that every railroad which becomes a party to a joint 
tariff must acknowledge its legal liability for the rates shown 
therein. This is to prevent any company from escaping the penalty 
for making rates not shown in the tariff, on the ground that it 
was legally bound only by its rates as published individually. 
This defense was offered once in a suit against the Wabash road, 
and saved the freight officials from punishment. 

How much of an increase there will be in rates generally within 
the State as a result of the organization of the association cannot 
be determined until its first joint tariff of rates is published.

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UNIONIZING HOLYOKE PAPER MAKERS. 


A Preliminary Meeting Was Held in That City Last Sunday 
Night for the Discussion of the Question of Again Bringing 
the Mill Operatives Into a Union. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoxke, Mass., December 11, 1906.—One of the most important 
movements that have taken place in Holyoke labor circles is now 
under way in the ranks of the paper makers. A preliminary meet- 
ing was held in the quarters of the Central Labor Union last 
evening for the discussion of the matter of .organizing a union 
among the paper mill operatives. An address was made by W. E. 
Terry, a general organizer of the American Federation of Labor. 
Mr. Terry was sent here from Washington for the purpose of 
giving information to the local operatives in the matter of organ- 
izing, and it is stated that the present plan is to form a union 
among the men employed in the manufacturing departments only. 
Later, if the first union works well, the whole industry will be 
unionized to the extent that various unions will be formed among 
the operatives. 

It is stated that a temporary organization will be effected with 
some forty members and that another meeting will be held soon to 
perfect organization. 

Since the strike of the paper makers in this city, in which the 
question of the recognition of the union by the manufacturers 
was threshed out, several attempts have been made to organize 
a union, but all have failed. It cannot be stated definitely that 
the present movement will prove a success, as it is likely to be 
discouraged by the men who had the most active experiences in 
the late strike. The attitude of the manufacturers has not mani- 
fested itself as yet, but if reports are to be relied upon, it will be 
unfavorable to thé union. 

It was claimed by some union men after the failure of the 
strike that Eagle Lodge, which at one time numbered more than 
4,000 members, was too large a body for proper government, and 
that the strike failed by reason of the most influential members 
supporting the votes of the radical members, who attended the 
meetings in large numbers, thereby succeeding in passing their 
measures to the alleged injury of the lodge and the conservative 
membership and at the same time injuring the standing of the 
lodge with the manufacturers. Men interested in the present 
movement, it is said, are those who have recently come into the 
field of active operations and have not the bitter regrets of the 
past to aid them in their deliberations. 

The argument is brought forward also that at the present time 
the employees in the paper mills are the only wage earners in the 
city unprotected by a union and that if half a dozen small organ- 
izations can be formed among the operatives their claims can be 
better presented to the mill owners. 

At present the manufacturers are not committing themselves 
in the matter, but they point to the record that there has never 
been trouble between themselves and their employees until Eagle 
Lodge entered the field and lost all the. demands which it made 
upon the mills. The strike cost thousands of dollars. Ferry. 


No Pulp Overproduction in Scandinavia in 1907. 


The following official report of the annual general meeting 
of the Scandinavian Cellulose Association, held at Stockholm, 
November 17, has been issued: “Statistics submitted showed 

“that there is no reason to fear an overproduction for the year 
1907, in spite of the great number of new mills that will be 
started. Both the old and the new mills have already disposed 
of the bulk of their production, and considerable sales for 
several ahead have taken place. It was, however, 
acknowledged that the building of new mills during 1906 and 


years 


1907 has become so great that prospects for the period after 
1907 would be rather dark, if a couple of years did not pass by 
without the starting of new mills to any considerable extent, 
in order to leave time for the consumption, particularly of sul- 
phite, to overtake the increase of production which will be 
caused by all the new mills whose production has been reck- 
oned with in the calculations for 1907 and 1908. A number of 
sawing mills in Swedish Norrland having already acquired 
cellulose mills and the price of wood having risen so much, it 
was the hope of the meeting that the other sawing mills who 
could easily sell their wood and who have planned the estab- 
lishment of sulphite mills would await an increase of the con- 
sumption before realizing their plans. This increase is a nec- 
essary condition of the profitableness of any new mills, the 
more so as all raw materials for the cellulose industry have 
risen and continue to rise in price, and wages are also con- 
stantly rising. The production of sulphite in Scandinavia was 
calculated for 1907 to amount to about 540,000 tons, and of 
sulphate to about 100,000 tons.” 


Only One Mill Affected by Reduced R. R. Rate on Pulp. 


AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1906—The Island Paper Com- 
pany, of Menasha, is the only mill in the Fox River Valley affected 
by the ruling of the railroad rate commission in reducing the rate 
on pulp wood on the Wisconsin Central 12 per cent., All the other 
mills are supplied by the Pulp Wood Company, of this city, which 
has a through rate slightly lower than the one formerly paid by 
the Island Paper Company. The saving to the latter company 
will not amount to more than $6,000 a year. 


Continental’s Toilet Paper Sample Book a Beauty. 


The Continental Paper Bag Company, of New York, is sending 
to the trade an illustrated sample book showing designs, color of 
printing and titles used on the company’s wrappers for roll and 
package toilet papers. In addition to the stock brands there is 
also displayed a large number of special brands and special de- 
signs, mostly mortised. The book contains seventy-five mortised 
designs. The company says in its announcement in the book that 
“designs and brands adopted by a jobber for a certain territory 
will not be furnished in the same territory to another party, neither 
shall we use for cheaper qualities short count or light weight pack- 
ing the same designs, or names used for better qualities or regular 
packing of toilet paper. On contract orders the company will 
devise, if requested, at its own expense, special wrappers of artistic 
designs, which will remain the property of the company.” 

If special designs are required for orders comprising less than 
100 cases of one brand the purchaser will be charged only the actual 
cost of design and plates. Printing in one color will be free of 
charge, but for printing such wrappers or brands in more than one 
color the cost of additional printing will be charged. 

The book is printed on heavy white super calendered book paper 
and contains over 100 pages. The cover is made of a very heavy 
and serviceable quality of cover paper, with an elegant gold em- 
bossed design on the front. Attached to the inside leaf of the back 
part of the cover is an attached envelope containing a complete 
line of the company’s various grades of toilet paper. 


According to the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs the 
imports of foreign paper into China (less re-exports) during 
1905 were of the value of 2,985,492 Haikwan taels, as com- 
pared with 2,549,032 Haikwan taels in the previous year. The 
imports of stationery were 669,210 Haikwan taels as against 
569,536 Haikwan taels. The average value of the Haikwan 
tael in 1905 is stated to have been 3s. 0 1-10d. and 2s. 10 1-5d. 
in 1904. 
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EVERYBODY RUSHED WITH BUSINESS. 


The Most Favorable Reports of Market Conditions Come From 
All the Big Distributing Centres—Demand Is Ahead of 
Supply—Slow Deliveries the Only Complaint. 


It is safe to say that all grades of paper are now on a profitable 
basis and in a good, healthy condition. This is due to the present 
large and steady consumption and the maintaining of the advanced 
prices. The market this week displayed an increased activity 
because of the holiday season, and buyers were extremely anxious 
to secure their supplies as quickly as possible. Some of the 
small consumers have evidently labored under the impression that 
prices would recede to some extent before it was necessary for 
them to cover their holiday wants, but this belief is not very likely 
to prove true, judging from the present state of the market, the 
increased buying indicating that they realize it is useless to hold 
off any longer. A correct analysis of the market just now will 
show that the tendency is to advance rather than decline. There 
has been no improvement in the raw material market, and each day 
buyers find it harder to get supplies of sulphiteaand ground wood. 
A large number of the mills are only making part shipments on 
their contract orders because of the shortage of the raw product. 
The mills are battling with these adverse circumstances heroically, 
and are making every possible effort to fulfill their obligations to 
their customers on time. There are really no standard market 
quotations existing at present, new business being placed accord- 
ing to the conditions to be contended with at the time of accept- 
ance, and being contingent in most instances upon any future dis- 
turbances. The water supply has improved considerably and the 
manufacturers believe the reserve on hand will be sufficient 
to carry them through the winter, judging from the present out- 
look. As long as the present scarcity of raw materials prevails, and 
the upward tendency in prices on other paper makers’ supplies con- 
tinues, future prices of paper will be very uncertain. The jobbing 
trade is enjoying its share of the present prosperity, andthe only 
complaint heard is upon the slowness with which supplies are being 
received. There seems to be a general scarcity of all materials 
entering into the manufacture of paper. It looks now as if 
December was going to be a very profitable month for all branches 
of the trade, and that the old year will be ushered out with 
a good balance on the right side of every ledger. 





Too Busy at Holyoke to Take Account of Stock.

Prices remain unchanged and are very firm at the mills. As 
has been stated, there is likely to be some rearranging of the 
schedules during the next few weeks, and some expect to see a 
material increase in the medium grades of paper, as they say that 
mills have been making very little money on these papers during 
the past year.

The views of a manufacturer and a dealer, respectively, are 
here appended to show how it is viewed in this locality, though, 
of course, each may not represent the views of all of the members 
of the trade in the Miami Valley by any means. The opinions 
are given merely to show how tradesmen feel about the present 
situation : 

The manufacturer: “You know as well as I do (and you are not 
a member of the trade at that) that we must have higher prices for 
our products. The sulphite strike is still on; it is becoming harder 
every day to obtain raw material; prices on the same are advanc- 
ing, and we absolutely must receive higher prices for our goods 
or suffer the consequences. We may not have to go out of busi- 
ness, but what is the use to conduct a manufacturing plant on the 
same lines as many of ours have been run during the past couple 
years—on so close a basis that it was scarcely worth while being 
in business. Any man can simply exist. The man on a salary 
was much better off than I was when business went wrong, and 
there was not even a living profit in the small amount of trade that 
was going the rounds. And I believe I got my share of the busi- 
ness that circulated at the time I refer to. Yes, sir, we have been 
justified in ‘taking the bull by the horns,’ and by the eternal we 
must keep on managing the bull.” 

The dealer: “We are at a decided disadvantage today in the 
matter of quotations. Here, only this morning came a few more 
letters withdrawing quotations. Yes, it looks to me as though we 
are getting the worst of the deal, but what are we to do about it? 
I like a rising market as well as anyone, and am willing to meet 
almost any situation without a murmur, but I tell you it’s hard to 
do business just now with much satisfaction. Prices are changing 
too rapidly to suit our customers. If manufacturers would get 
down to a more businesslike basis, and give us proper notification 
of an advance, which I believe proper and possible under present 
circumstances, we waquld all reap a greater harvest. On manilas, 
books and writings and some other grades the market is entirely 
too unsettled. The manufacturers ought to be able to control 
those grades. As for specialties, there seems to be no limit to 
the advances which are coming thick and fast. If we could trans- 
act business on a more satisfactory scale we wouldn't ‘kick.’ I 
do not mean to ‘kick’ very strenuously just now, because prices 
on some grades of paper have not been higher for many years, 
and it appears we all should gain by it; but then the trade must 
remember that every day changes in quotations are going to hurt 
the market. Give us regular changes at stated intervals, and see 
what an improvement will follow. Suppose I am somewhat of a 
conservative, but that’s my privilege. Others may like the present 
trade, and if they do I can stand it.” M. V. 





Demand Ahead of Supply at Montreal. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Montreat, Canada, December 11, 1906.—Another very sharp 
week’s trading has been registered with all Montreal paper dealers, 
the demand for all classes of goods being considerably in advance 
of the supply The natural result is that prices are very stiff all 
down the line, especially in wrappings and paper for bag purposes. 
Manufacturers in these lines state that the tendency is for an- 
other rise, which may come at any time. 

The mill situation is still unaltered. Most of the mills of the 
country are flooded with orders, but are still handicapped by the 
lack of water, so that they cannot keep their full machinery going 
and are therefore unable to supply the full demands of the market, 
which, in many lines, is hustling, caring for the Christmas demand. 
“ The tariff was really the feature of the week, but fortunately it 
seems to have touched the paper business very lightly. Where 
it has been altered it has actually improved affairs in the opinion 
of the manufacturers of paper goods. In wrappings they figure 


that the result of the small changes made will be to increase the 
protection against the American makers, who are really the only 
serious competitors in the Canadian market. 

What the result of the increased British preference may be can 
as yet only be guessed at, but the general opinion is that so far as 
wrappings are concerned it will have very little effect, the only 
line in which British competition is felt being in very heavy papers 
for sugar bags, etc. M. 


Everybody Happy in Fox Valley. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1906.—There is nothing to say 
about business this week, except that everybody is happy about it. 
Conditions seem to be entirely as the mill men would like to have 
them. So far as the receipt of orders is concerned there is no 
apparent evidence of the usual holiday dullness making itself felt 
this year. All the mills are full of work, well booked ahead, and 
the outlook is for a continuance of it indefinitely, Fox River. 





Full of Business at Philadelphia.

Puuivapecenia, December 11, 1906.—The condition of the mar- 
ket for paper continues to be entirely satisfactory, both from the 
point of view of the manufacturer and of the jobber. The capacity 
of the local mills is taxed for immediate deliveries, and orders 
for future deliveries are accumulating. The scarcity of soda pulp 
and sulphite is keenly felt by those which do not, like the Jessup 
& Moore Paper Company, produce their own pulp. 

The jobbers all report large and active buying on the part of 
publishers, printers and other consumers. Book papers, both of 
the best and cheaper grades, are in large demand and prices are 
very firm. The demand for flats and writings continues unin- 
terruptedly steady. Wrappings are having one of the best De- 
cember markets in many years. Even news is in good shape. 
There is considerable delay in getting goods from the mill, an in- 
dication of activity here. E. R. G. 





Canadian Business Never More Active. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, December 11, 1906.—There has been no change 
in prices since the recent rise, but dealers and makers all report 
a good trade. Though it is near Christmas the wholesalers do 
not notice any falling off. In fact, the increased prices do not seem 
to have cut down demand whatever. Business in general was 
probably never more active in Canada than now. The only 
drawback anywhere in sight has been the shortage of fuel in the 
prairie provinces, caused by the coal miners’ strike. This is now 
settled, and coal is being rushed forward. Ontario has been 
favored with a good fall of snow in the last week, which has 
made good sleighing, which is now practically the case in all the 
provinces east of the Rocky Mountains to the Atlantic Ocean. The 
situation in the pulp mills is not much changed, but those at Hull 
and Ottawa seem to have somewhat more water, but with the ad- 
vent of cold weather this will again be reduced. The tariff seems 
to be generally acceptable, though the Manufacturers’. Association 
will make representations for some higher duties, but it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that these will be granted. L.

Car Shortage in the Southern States. 

Battimore, December 11, 1906.—In discussing one indication of 
activity in many lines of Southern development, the inability of 
the railroads to supply a sufficient number of cars to meet the 
demands of industry, the Manufacturers’ Record says this week: 

“It has been estimated that the shortage in the South Atlantic 
and Eastern Gulf States is about 50,000 cars, and, instead of im- 
proving, the prospect seems to be getting worse. Everywhere the 
same story is heard, everywhere there is a shortage of cars and 
locomotives, and persons who could do business to profit find them- 
selves unable to make shipments. Lumber dealers at various points 
say that they cannot get cars because the railroads are occupied 
with the cotton crop or with moving coal that has to go to market. 
In other sections the cotton growers lament the shortage and else- 
where the coal operators are in gloom because they cannot get 
facilities to move the output -of their mines to meet pressing de- 
mands. At some points mills have been obliged to shut down 
because of inability to get coal. 

“At terminal points in various cities the yards are reported to be 
congested with loaded cars. At Savannah, for instance, the lum- 
ber dealers complain that cars are standing ladened in the yards, 
while vessels are waiting under demurrage charges for the material 
that is on the cars. Greenville, S. C., reports high prices for coal, 
with prospects of higher prices if something is not done to relieve 
the situation. From West Virginia come complaints that the rail- 
roads are not handling the coal output as fast as requirements 
of business demand. Not only are coal cars scarce, but the ter- 
minal facilities of lines at tidewater are not sufficient to handle the 
output, and it is said that since 1897 on two roads the percentage of 
coal sent to tidewater has fallen from 30% per cent. to 24% per 
cent. Out of Texas comes the cry that unless cars can soon be 
had the lumber mills will have to shut down, and from practically 
every point in the country, but particularly the South, is heard the 
persistent demand for more and more cars to handle business.”

George Buchanan retired he disposed of his holdings and it is 
said that Alexander S. Buchanan has now sold out his entire 
holdings, too.

Philadelphia Felt Company to Have Large Up-to-Date Plant. 


The Philadelphia Felt Company has purchased the Frog- 
more Mill property, Frankford, Philadelphia, of Randolph & 
Jenks, of the same city. This property includes 16 acres of 
land, 200 horse water power, with all water rights and priv- 
ileges and buildings. These consist of a four story mill, with 
attached structures for picking, dyeing, bleaching, wool scour- 
ing, etc. There is at present installed a 250 horse power 
Fitchburg engine.

It is the intention of the 
company to have the new machinery running and in operation 
by March 1. After this is done the company will dismantle 
its present plant and remove same to its new mill. 


Troubles of Imperial and Northern Sulphite Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NraGara Fars, Ont., December 11, 1906—The troubles of 
the Imperial Paper Mills Company and the Northern Sulphite 
Company are still occupying the attention of the Canadian courts. 
The liquidator has been appointed to act as manager for six 
months for both companies. He is authorized to borrow money 
to pay the wages of the employees and the running expenses of 
the two businesses. The amount is to be hereafter agreed upon 
by the court and the liquidator. Following on the heels of this 
order comes a cablegram from London, England, announcing that 
a specially summoned meeting of the prior lien bondholders of the 
Imperial Paper Mills of Canada was held last Thursday, Decem- 
ber 5. There were evidently things doing at that meeting, for 
the cablegram goes on to state: “After a lengthy and somewhat 
acrimonious discussion, a committee of four was appointed to rep- 
resent and protect the interests of the bondholders, with objects 
and powers subject to conditions to be defined by an instrument 
of trust, which should be forthwith prepared by them and cir- 
culated among the bondholders for their signatures.” . 

When this committee arrives in Canada it will come prepared 
to tackle the financial difficulties of the companies and evolve some 
working basis on which the business will be continued or wound 
up.

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BURGESS MILL AGAIN RUNNING. 


The Big Plant, Which Has Been Idle Most of the Time for the 
Past Two Months, Started Up Again on Monday of This 
Week—Some Relief to Market. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., December 11, 1906.—The plant of the Burgess 
Sulphite Fibre Company at Berlin, N. H., which has been closed 
down for the past three weeks after starting up from a month's 
shutdown because of labor troubles, has resumed operations again. 
It was reported in press dispatches from Berlin last week that the 
mill was being put into condition for a long spell of idleness, and 
Mr. Burgess is reported to have said that the plant might remain 
closed all winter. Since then conditions have changed, and the 
mill was started up Monday morning, with expectations of ship- 
ping pulp by end of this week. The resumption of operations by 
this mill will no doubt relieve the anxiety of paper manufacturers 
dependent upon the market for sulphite pulp. While some spot 
fibre has been sold in this market for 2.35, and contracts for 
early delivery next year have been made at 2.20, the market has 
by no means been excited, although the future gave promise of a 
shortage if the big daily production of the Burgess plant had 
been much longer curtailed. As stated in previous communica- 
tions, sulphite manufacturers have not been disposed to take ad- 
vantage of their regular customers, but have kept them supplied 
at contract prices when higher prices from new buyers could have 
been obtained for such extra supplies as could be furnished. It 
is possible now that the pelican can grow new feathers. 

DELESDERNIER. 


Publishers Paper Company Needs Wash Water. 

Portsmoutn, N. H., December 11, 1906.—The Publishers Paper 
Company has asked the water department to furnish 200,000 gal- 
lons of water daily. The department officials say that at present 
they cannot comply without injuring the service. They can, how- 
ever, furnish the paper company with 15,000 gallons daily for a 
time, and have made connections with the main water line for 
such service. 


Strike for 8 Hours in Mill of California Paper and Board Co. 

Antiocu, Cal., December 10, 1906.—The big plant of the Cali- 
fornia Paper and Board Mills, located at this place, is idle owing 
to a strike of the employees for an eight hour day. This action 
was taken after two interviews between a committee of the union 
employees and Manager Brown of the company. In requesting an 
eight hour day the committee offered to submit the matter to ar- 
bitration. The manager refused their request, and is reported to 
have said that he never would recognize the union. 


Orr Company Must Pay the Undertaker. 

Troy, N. Y., December 10, 1906.—The case of Thomas F. Riley 
vs. the Orr Paper Company came up for trial last week. Mr. 
Riley, who is an undertaker, sued to recover $150 for services ren- 
dered after the death of Arthur J. Van Kurin, who while in the 
employ of the Orr Company fell through the elevator shaft and 
sustained injuries which caused death. Mr. Riley claims by an 
agreement with the deputy general manager of the company that 
the company assumed the responsibility for the cost of the funeral 
expenses. Now the company refuses to settle, and hence Mr. 
Riley’s action. 

The company in its defense alleged that by an agreement with 
the family of the dead man the company was to pay the expenses 
of the burial and the family was not to make any further claim. 
Now the company alleges the family is bringing an action for dam- 
ages against the company on the ground that it is responsible for 


the young man’s death. The case was fought bitterly by both 
sides, the Orr Company being careful not to allow evidence to 
be admitted that would prove injurious in a negligence case, and 
the plaintiff being just as anxious to bring out those points. The 
jury brought in a verdict for the plaintff for $150, the full amount 
claimed. 


Extracting Turpentine from Spruce. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Rumrorp Fats, Me., December 11, 1906.—The fact that How- 
ard Parker, of the Nashua Machine Company, has just completed 
installing some original machinery in the International paper mill 
here for the saving of waste pulp makes the statement of Super- 
intendent Charles B. Clark, of the Eastern Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s pulp mill, at South Brewer, of added interest to local mill 
men. Mr. Clark has been experimenting in the refining of waste 
from the pulp mill, and he thinks that the plant is in the way of 
saving $15,000 a year by his plan. For by the refining of the 
waste a by-product is obtained, in the form of turpentine, which 
has all the requisites of pine turpentine and which has been 
found, through the small quantity already placed on the market, 
to be of much commercial value. The processes through which 
the turpentine has been obtained are all patented. After the 
installation of the proper machinery the turpentine can be obtained 
in large quantities. MAINE. 


FELT MAKERS MEET IN PHILADELPHIA.. 


The Objectionable Rejection Clause in Their Stock Classification 
Not Revised—Only Routine Business Transacted. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PuHILApeLpHiA, December 10, 1906.—The meeting of the Felt 
Makers’ Association which was held in the Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel on Friday last occasioned much interest among paper 
stock dealers when news of its quiet meeting was noised about, 
through fear that some action looking toward a revision of 
prices might be under contemplation. Though demand for the 
stock used is active, many of the dealers complained of indica- 
tion that the mill men were endeavoring to bear down values. 

The only local member of the association is the John Lang 
Paper Company, and Manager Morris said today: “The meeting 
of the Felt Makers’ Association was attended by about all the 
members. Its session was purely of a routine nature. We did 
not act on the question of prices because that is outside our 
province entirely. All we are interested in is the question of 
improvement in the grading of stock.” 

“Did the association take any action with respect to the clause 
in the recent schedule of stock grading, providing that whole lots 
may be rejected if any objectionable matter is included—the clause 
which has stirred up such opposition on the part of the Paper 
Stock Dealers’ Association?” 

To this question Mr. Morris answered: “No, that clause is one 
upon which we cannot act at this time. Regarding the meeting 
there is nothing that can be made public.” 

A number of stock dealers and felt paper saturators who were 
seen declared that they had not been able to learn what was done 
at the meeting, but thus far no evidence of a united movement 
to lower prices had been shown. 

The Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association has been 
called together for next Thursday evening, at six o'clock, at 
Soulas’ café. A revision of the felt makers’ schedule is still 
under consideration and may be discussed at that time, although 
the failure of members of the Felt Makers’ Association to take 
any undue advantage of the objectionable clause thus far has 
brought about a disposition on the part of stock dealers to post- 
pone action until the real necessity presents itself. E. R. G.

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The Recent Restraint of Trade Decision. 


The decision rendered last week in the case of the Continental 
Wall Paper Company vs. Lewis Voight & Sons Company, of 
Cincinnati, is interesting as showing how much we have improved 
on the methods of doing business in vogue only six years ago. 

The Continental was a general sales agency, similar to the more 
recent Paper Products Company, for all the wall. paper concerns, 
including the National Wall Paper Company. The latter, it seems, 
had not been strong enough to fight off the new independent fac- 
tories, so a general selling agency for the National and the out- 
siders was organized. Each company to the deal bought stock in 
the Continental, leaving the same, however, with its treasurer as 
security against possible misbehavior. The agreement that bound 
the concerns together was ironclad, and the Continental, in turn, 
bound down the wall paper jobbers to whom it sold; they had to 
buy from the trust, and must sell at certain uniform prices or 
suffer the consequences, which were not mild. A few other condi- 
tions were thrown in to make the document impressive. 

Now about five vears after both companies had gone to the 
wall a decision is rendered that the Continental Wall Paper Com- 
pany was an illegal organization, whose operations were in re- 
straint of trade. This is a little late, to be sure; still the Voights, 
who are now exempted from paying a bill of $57,762, are not 
complaining. Whether a like result might follow from a test of 
our improved methods must give us pause—the possibilities of 


stubbornness on the part of purchasers being alarming. 


A few extracts from the decision are worthy of attention: “This 


brings us to the vital question,” says the judge, “which is because 
of the fact that the plaintiff is but the corporate head of an ille- 
gal combination, upon the liability of the defendant for price of 
wall paper bought from the illegal combine. If the contract to pay 
for goods included in the account sued on is part of the agree- 
ment which includes stipulations which are illegal, the case of the 
plaintiff must fail. It is elementary law that the courts will not 
lend assistance in any way in carrying out an illegal agreement. 
Nor can the plaintiff show only such part of an entire agreement 
as is legal and sue on that alone. The whole must come in. 

“The defense to the present suit which we sustain here is not 
for the sake of Voight & Sons. 


50 per cent. more for their gross purchases in consequence of the 


The averment that they paid 


illegal combination has little merit in it, either moral or otherwise. 
The defense here sustained is good only because it is only possible 
to protect the public by refusing all assistance in carrying out an 
illegal agreement. This is the policy of our law, and to maintain 


this policy the judgment of the Circuit Court is affirmed.” 


United Box Board Finances. 

Just what turn the affairs of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company will take next month is one of the interesting specula- 
tions of the trade. Judging from the movement toward organizing 
a stockholders’ protective committee important developments may 
be looked for. Either President Barber's plan for meeting the 
interest on the company’s bonds will be approved or the burden 
of devising ways and means will be transferred to the objecting 
stockholders. Should the latter show in rebuttal that the earn- 
ings of the American Straw Board Company and the Uncas 
Paper Company should have gone into the coffers of the United 
the excuse for selling the company’s holdings of Straw Board stock 
would fail. On this point there is great difference of opinion. 
And because of this difference the chances are that the affairs of 
the company will be subjected to a public airing, with the result 
that it will be eventually put on a sounder financial basis. What 
means will be used to bring this about cannot now be foreseen. 


The General Upward Movement in Prices and Wages. 


Evidence is accumulating each day that this country is gradually 
getting onto a higher cost level; higher cost of production, higher 
cost of living and higher prices for all commodities. This is now 
a demonstrated truism which the trade should not forget. 

In the industry nearly all items of cost have been increasing for 
the past three years; the advance has, however, been felt more in 
But’ although the cost 
standard of the country kept getting higher and higher the paper 


the past year and a half or two years. 


manufacturers made no move till recently to offset their increased 
charges by charging more for their production; they did not act 
till they were actually forced to do so or face a deficit. 

Now that they have made a sensible start in the right direc- 
tion they should look to it that there is no weakening, as this is 
the critical time, the advanced prices being as yet new to the trade. 
Unless these are now maintained it will be useless to again try 
to put paper prices on the higher level to which all commodities 
are now ascending.

The H. B. Mahan Company sued the Indianapolis Paper Stock 
Company for $350 damages recently. The plaintiff corporation 
charges that the defendant corporation cheated it in a horse trade. 

According to the complaint, the Mahan Company “liked and 
priced” a certain black horse which the Paper Stock Company 
owned. The price was $175. “And,” says the complaint, “J. J. 
Winter, manager of the defendant corporation, and Otis Eubank, 
a driver, represented the aforesaid black horse to be sound.” 

The trade was consummated in August, says the complaint. A 
few days later, the Mahan Company says, it was found that one of 
the horse’s eyes was completely sightless and that the other was 
seriously affected. The horse was sent to a veterinary surgeon and 
was treated. The doctor’s bill was $25. He said that the horse’s 
condition was hopeless. 

In addition to the $25 it spent finding out that the animal’s eyes 
were bad, the corporation asks for $100 for its attorneys for bring- 
ing the suit and $50 for the care of the horse since the date of 
the purchase.

$1,000,000 of which is to be a 6 per cent. cumulative preferred stock 
and the remainder common stock. Announcement will be made 
before the end of this week of the opening on December 13 at the 
Union Savings Bank and Trust Company here of subscriptions 
for the stock, on the basis of $110 a share, the books to open at 
10 a. m. and close at 3 p. m. 

The Champion Fibre Company owns mills at Canton, N. C., 
where the company owns a tract of 70 square miles of timber. 
The plant covers 15 acres, and when completed will be the largest 
sulphite and soda fibre plant in the world. The company has a 
ten year contract to sell all of its output to the Champion Coated 
Paper Company, the capacity to be 200 tons daily. Peter G. 
Thomson is president of the company.

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UPWARD MOVEMENT IN TISSUES. 


The Manufacturers, It Is Believed, Will Shortly Co-operate in 
Some Plan to Put a Stop to the Present Profitless 
Conduct of Their Business. 


A movement is now on foot to bring the tissue manufacturers 
of the United States together for mutual benefit and the advanc- 
ing of prices to a profitable basis. Several attempts have been 
made before to bring this plan about, but they all proved a failure. 
It is reported that several plans of co-operation have been sub- 
mitted to the large manufacturers recently, and the one known 
as a gentleman's agreement has met with the most favor and will 
in all probability be finally adopted. 

The high prices of all raw materials have given an impetus to 
the co-operative movement, and all the manufacturers seem 
anxious to enter into any plan that will assure them a reasonable 
profit on their paper. In the face of an advancing market for all 
grades of paper prices on tissue papers, because of the severe com- 
petition, have been kept unreasonably low. As one manufacturer 
said this week, “Why, the price of my sulphjte has advanced from 
$1.85 to $2.40 per hundred within the past two months, and yet | 
am only able to get a slight advance on my paper above the old 
prices.” 

Some of the smaller manufacturers announced at different times 
within the last six weeks that they had advanced prices, but as 
there was no concerted action among the majority of them con- 
sumers did not take much stock in the notices, and, as far as can 
be learned, the advances were not maintained. 

This week three or four of the smaller mills sent out notices 
of an advance as follows: Manila tissue, 42%c.; No. 2 white ‘tis- 
sue, 35c. These quotations are to apply on carload lots. These 
advances, it is believed, will be an incentive to other manufacturers 
to do likewise, with the result that the market may assume a more 
normal condition. This agitation for better prices has now reached 
a stage where it has every prospect of being an assured fact. 
With the majority of the mills now in favor of it it would seem 
an easy matter to arrange for a general meeting at some central 
point to consider the various details incident to such an agreement 
and the raising of prices to a uniform figure. So much toward this 
end has been accomplished already that it is now stated a meeting 
will be held the latter part of this month and a general advance 
made on January 1. A meeting place will be announced shortly, 
all the large manufacturers having signified their intention of 
being present. 


The Lewis Paper Mill, Walpole, Mass., Burned. 

Boston, Mass., December 11, 1906.—A fire involving a loss of 
$25,000 broke out in the paper mill of the Bradford Lewis Com- 
pany, Walpole, Mass., on Friday morning of last week. 

The blaze probably started from a hot box in the beater room, 
and quickly communicated to the stock room directly above, and 
from there to the drying room, both of which were filled with 
highly inflammable materials. In a very short time the entire 
main building was a mass of flame. The fire department responded 
promptly, but the wooden structure being loaded with heavy ma- 
chinery and liable to collapse at any moment forced them to de- 
vote their efforts to saving the connecting buildings, and after hard 
work succeeded. The business employed about forty hands, who 
are thrown out of employment until the company rebuilds, which 
it plans to do at once. The loss is practically covered by insurance.

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ACID REACTIONS IN PAPERS. 


A Study of the Causes of Such Reactions in Rosin Sized Papers 
—Those With Animal Size Do Not Show This Peculiarity— 
Means of Ascertaining the Presence of Rosin Size. 


(Translated from the Bulletin-Journal des Fabricants de Papier and from 


Dingler’s Polytechnisches Journal for THe Paper Trape JournaL by 
Albert Komp.) 


I had several opportunities of late to analyze various quali- 
ties of writing papers, English esparto papers, etc., relating to 
their contents of wood fibres, and made a discovery that sur- 
prised me by finding that every kind of rosin sized paper ex- 
amined proved a more or less sour reaction, while this par- 
ticularity could not be found in any animal sized paper. Not 
being aware that others besides me have observed this fact. 
and believing it to be of import with regard to the durability 
of papers of said class, to establish the cause of their acid 
reaction, I have subjected a certain number of papers to a 


special analysis of which I herewith communicate the results. 


The acid reaction of a paper may be readily ascertained by 
placing a piece of litmus paper between a fokded sheet of paper 
submitted to analysis. The coloration of litmus develops rapidly 
in papers of strong aciduous contents or in slightly rosin sized 


paper, such as book or printing papers, while the reaction in 


papers that react but weakly or in those that are well rosin sized 


only shows a weak reaction after one-half or a whole day. I started 
my experiments by placing the different papers of a sour reac- 
tion into cold water, boiling the same afterward in the same water, 
and finally examining the liquid ‘by a careful analysis. 


The results proved that in every instance chloride of barium 


produced a strong precipitate in the filtered water derived from 


the extracts of paper, and that an addition of silver nitrate caused 
no effect in any case, and in others only a slight opalescent ap- 
pearance. ‘ 

These experiences have established, first, that the acid reactions 


have been derived from free sulphuric acid or from a sulphate of 


aluminum of a sour reaction. In order to explain the question 
by finding whether the sulphuric acid was present in its free 
State in the papers that showed an acid reaction, these same sam- 


ples of papers were treated twice, each time for two days, with alcohol 
of go per cent. After that operation the alcohol was extracted 
by evaporation in a glass vessel or sand bath. The resinous and 
sizing residual obtained in every case presented an acid reaction. 

Also the water boiled with this residue has shown an acid 
reaction, and this water made sour by muriatic acid after adding 
barium settled in a precipitation of sulphate of barium. It has 
thus been proven in a most categorical manner that the acid re- 
action of rosin sized papers, as submitted to analysis, only pro- 
ceeds from free sulphuric acid. 

I have also tried_to determine the percentage quantity of free 
sulphuric acid present-in-three sorts of writing papers that had 
shown a strong acid reaction. For this purpose the papers have 
been treated, as stated above, with alcohol; after evaporation of 
the latter the resinous residuum has been boiled in water and the 
sulphuric acid present has been precipitated with chloride of 
barium. The results in one sheet proved as follows: 

First sort: 6 grammes of barium sulphate representing 25 
grammes of free sulphuric acid; second sort: 4 grammes of 
barium sulphate representing 16 grammes of free sulphuric acid; 
third sort: 45 grammes of barium sulphate representing 18 grammes 
of free sulphuric acid. 

The free sulphuric acid contained in papers has to be succes- 
sivély extracted by the treatment with water, for the same papers 
after boiling twice in succession in the water still proved an acid 
reaction only diminished by one degree. The object, however, is 
more readily gained with alcohol, as a paper treated a second time 
with alcohol produced no further reaction. The rosin size is op- 
posed to the extraction of the acid from the paper by possessing 


the quality to obstruct the penetration of water into the interior 
parts of the fibre; alcohol, however, dissolves rosin, thus obtaining 
free access into the structure of the fibres and thus extracts every 
part of the sulphuric acid. 

The question now arises, where do we determine the sources of 
the sulphuric acid contained in rosin sized papers? Considering 
the processes applied in the manufacturing of paper the acid could 
be derived from two sources, namely, first, in the admixture of 
the pulp with sodium sulphate after bleaching from chlorine, the 
latter producing, as is well known, free sulphuric acid that cannot 
be entirely eliminated by washing of the pulp after bleaching; 
second, from the use of alum or of sulphate of aluminum during 
the washing operation, sulphate of aluminum being decomposed 
by surface attraction as in the dyeing process, the basic salt separat- 
ing on the plant fibres and free acid forming independently. 

My researches so far are, however, not yet indicating which one 
of the two mentioned substances produces the chemical reaction. 
However, the circumstance that all the rosin sized papers which 


I have analyzed so far show an acid reaction seems to indicate that 


the use of alum during the rosin sizing process introduces sulphuric 


acid into the mass of pulp and that there it remains. In order to 
settle this question definitely further researches are required, espe- 
cially regarding the condition of the paper before and after 
sizing, etc. 


I intend to follow this interesting subject, and hope to succeed 


in securing the required facts, but would request all paper makers to 
make reséarches in this direction. Undoubtedly the presence of 
free sulphuric acid tends to reduce the strength of paper consid- 
erably, and as regards the consequences of bleaching with chloride 
of lime, the harmful influences of any traces of chlorine or free 


acid on paper are well understood, 


For trial I have treated papers showing an acid reaction in a 


sand bath for a fortnight, heating the same only during daytime, 
and found that within two weeks every sample of paper proved to 
be perfectly brittle. The injurious action of sulphuric acid is also 


produced, especially in damp rooms, by the destruction of black 


marks made with writing ink. 


Dingler’s Polytechnisches Journal adds the following reflections 
on the foregoing dissertation by Dr. Haerlin, of Gauting: 

Machine made papers are almost without exception sized with 
rosin, and they are more or less inclined to produce a red shade 
on litmus paper. The cause of this appearance must be recognized 
in the application of sulphate of aluminum for settling the rosin 
soap. 

Hard water used in paper mills requires an excess of this alum, 
and here we find the reason why papers made in mills that are 
supplied with hard water redden the pulp to a higher degree than 
those produced in mills provided with a good soft water supply, 
the latter showing only a weak acid reaction, if any at all. 

The circumstance that alcohol of 90 per cent. has produced an 
acid reaction after two days’ contact with paper is explicable by 
the fact that sulphate of aluminum is to a small extent soluble in 
alcohol. Consequently we find no proof, so far, that the samples 
of Mr. Feichtinger should contain any free sulphuric acid, the 
reaction being undoubtedly produced by the sulphate of aluminum. 
This latter has the quality to redden neutral fibres, but it is not 
the nature of free sulphuric acid, because, for instance, jute bags 
are used for holding sulphate of aluminum, the latter causing no 
injury to the enclosures. Even in case this sulphate should be 
applied to excess the same would enter into the paper after an ex- 
treme delay, therefore the existence could only be represented in a 
few traces. 

In case we mix neutral sulphate of aluminum with alkalies one-half 
of the sulphuric acid could enter into combination without form- 
ing a precipitation. The solution of the sulphate of aluminum or 
of very basic alum always produces an acid reaction on litmus 
paper. By a greater addition of alkalies the aluminum disappears

Chemical pulps in Sweden are quiet, buyers apparently being 
well covered. 

The strike at the Halla Sulphite Mills, Finland, has now 
come to an end, after three months’ duration. 

The mechanical wood pulp market in Norway is reported 
fairly firm—kr. 34 f. 0. b. is a general quotation. 

Dr. Mittler, of Vienna, Austria, intends to erect a new paper, 
wood pulp and sulphite mill at Stein a. d. Enns, together with 
an electric station for supplying the power. 

A meeting has been held by the proprietors of the forests 
of Biri, Ringsaker and Gudbrandsdalen, 
the erection of a large sulphite mill. It has been decided to 
commence building operations forthwith. 

The Hannoversche..Papierfabriken Alfeld-Gronau have de- 
cided to extend their mill at Alfeld, Germany, and have placed 
an order with the Maschinenfabrik Aktiengesellschaft vorm. 
Wagner & Co., of Kéthen, for a paper machine, two beating 
engines and two edge runners. 


Norway, to discuss 


Business in mechanical pulp in Swedengais slow. The im- 
proved water conditions have led to easier quotations on the 
part of some makers. It is reported that offers at kr. 33.50 to 
kr. 33.75 f. o. b. Gothenburg, unwrapped, have been made to 
British paper makers without acceptance. 

The Aktiebolag Holmia, of Stockholm, Sweden, have pur- 
chased several waterfalls on Moérumsiau, between Ryds and 
Slattsmala stations om the Karlshamn-Vislanda Railway, for 
the sum of 500,000 kronor (£27,600), and intend to erect two 
large power stations at a cost 1,000,000 kronor 
(£53,200). 

Messrs. J. G. Endall, N. E. Mithander and Joh. Lindberg, of 
Seffel, Sweden, have purchased the large waterfall Stogafors, 
on the Klarelfven, ‘in Eckharadssocken, together with the ex- 
isting mills and ground. The fall is 37 feet high and will 
deliver 2,000 horse power at the lowest water level. It is 
intended to erect a paper mill. 

The paper mill at Schklov (government of Mohilew), Russia, 
hitherto run by the proprietrix, Her Excellency Madame Marie 
Petrovna Kriwoschein, has been leased to a company, which 
has closed the mill for six or seven months and discharged 
all the 300 workers, who are in great distress, as there is 
no other work in the neighborhood.

Fast Run of New German Machine. 


We are informed, says Der Papierfabrikant, that one of the 
latest paper machines built by the firm of H. Filner, of Warm- 
brun, Silesia, delivered last June to the Ammendorfer Paper Mill, 
at Ammendorf-Radewell, near Halle a. S.. is now running with 
the rapidity of 160 to 165 meters (530 to 550 feet), making a 
trimmed web of 2,600 millimeters (104 inches), and producing 
one kilometer (3,300 feet) of paper every six minutes. 

The machine, notwithstanding its colossal rapidity, runs with- 
out showing any remarkable vibration, and is practically noise- 
less, and for several hours in the presence of the builder, Mr. 
Fillner, on Saturday. October 20, the sheet ran on without any 
interruption by tearing. 

Supplementing his personal observation Mr. Filner received 
the following communication from the mill director of the Am- 
mendorfer Paper Mill, Herr Holz: 

“Yesterday the new machine has finished 26,957 kg. (about 27 
tons) of paper of 50 gr. in twenty-four hours without any stop, 
and kept a-going ‘like a glass house clock.’ We are not aware 
that any paper machine on either side of the ocean has reached a 
higher figure of production, while this machine kept up its rapid 
gait for twenty-four hours like clockwork. 


“We congratulate the builders on account of this eminent suc- 
cess, and feel that the entire German paper machine industry is 
entitled to a share in the honor, it having been proven that after 
having taken the American fast runners as an example the Ger- 
mans need not be afraid of competition, and may in this instance 
claim to have surpassed their honored rivals.”

with a small proportion of sulphuric acid in the form of a precipi- 
tate, and this precipitate reddens the litmus even after having been 
washed in pure water. 





Since these basic aluminum salts appear in 
the vegetable sized papers, their acid reaction is made possible 
without the paper containing neutral sulphate of aluminum. 

The manufacturers and consumers whose papers come into con- 
tact with metals know this reaction very well, and take their supply 
from mills making papers that will show no reaction. After the 
experiences acquired up to date the acid reaction has no influence 
upon the duration of paper or ink, and it is plain that the effect of 
sulphuric acid should be shown soon and not in the future, and 
that the manufacturers and not the consumers would suffer from it.

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TRADE CUSTOMS OF AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The Paper Makers’ Union of That Empire Has Only Recently 
Definitely Settled on the Conditions Upon Which Orders 
Will Be Received and Filled—The Usages in Full. 


Although a code of usages for the paper trade was framed by 
the German Paper Makers’ Union as far back as 1881, a French 
one in 1897, and English and Swedish ones in 1898, it is only 
lately that a similar code for the Austro-Hungarian Empire has 
assumed permanent shape. One was drawn up by the committee 
of the Austro-Hungarian Paper Makers’ Union and submitted to 
the general assembly of that body, held recently at Reichenberg, 

[Nore.—Kilogramme (1,000 grammes) =about 2% Ibs.; 1,000 
kilos, about 1 ton. Metre (100 em. or 1,000 mm.) = about 40 ins.] 

ConpiTIONS REGULATING ORDERS. 

All orders for paper must bear particulars of quantity or weight 
required, color, if to be delivered flat or reeled, and size of the 
sheet in centimetres, or in the case of paper on reels, the length 
of the reel to be within not less than half a centimetre. The min- 
imum length allowed is 28 centimetres, and the minimum diameter 
30 cm., while in the case of cut paper an extra rate will be charged 
for sheets having a superficies of less than 900 square cm. or more 
than 10,000 square cm. Particulars should be given as to sizing, 
i. e., whether the paper is to be sized or not, and if the former, 
if it is to be slightly sized, half sized, animal sized, or surface 
sized. If no such details are given, the custom of the trade is to 
deliver blottings and litho papers unsized, white and colored print- 
ings and wrappings half sized, and writings, drawings, letter and 
book papers fully sized. It must also be specified whether the sur- 
face is to be rough or glazed, and if the latter, whether to be 
glazed or calendered on one or both sides; directions as to pack- 
ing should also be given (failing which the maker may use his 
discretion). and instructions as to place of delivery. 

MinrmuM Onprpers. 

The minimum quantity that will be made is 1,000 kilos., what- 
ever the weight, quality, color or size. From 1,000 to 2,000 kilos. 
an “undermake” or “overmake” of 20 per cent. is to be allowed 
for, from 2,000 to 5,000 kilos one of 15 per cent., and above 5,000 
kilos one of 10 per cent. The delivery of an exact quantity can- 
not be insisted upon. 

Execution OF ORDERS. 

In cases where no special agreement is made, the maker is at 
liberty to choose the composition of the paper. The conditions 
of an order given to make paper to match a certain sample shall 
be held to have been fulfilled when the making corresponds with 
the samples as regards quality, color, weight, transparency and 
surface. When a well known variety is contracted for, the delivery 
is to be considered valid if there is no essential difference in 
quality and general character. Trifling variations in color, sur- 
face, purity. feel or weight shall not justify a purchaser in making 
claims for rebate or in refusing delivery. 

WEIGHT. 

The weight is to be stated on the order, either in grammes per 
square metre or kilos. per ream of 1,000 sheets of a fixed size. 
In the case of cut paper, the maker is to be allowed to deliver the 
reams of a weight 2% per cent. more or less than the stipulated 
one. For papers weighing more than 180 grammes per square 
metre, or for wrappings, ordinary printings, blottings, vat papers 
and air dried makes of all sizes and strengths, 5 per cent. varia- 
tion is allowed, and for paper in reels a minimum ‘one of 5 per 
cqut. The total weight of the delivery is to be the basis for de- 
termining disputes as to weight. and not the common practice of 
picking out a sheet here and there, and this applies alike to reams 
and reels. In order to assist in the fixing of prices, it is agreed 
that the minimum weight of writings and printings, free from 
wood pulp, shall be taken as 56 grammes per square metre; calen- 


dered printings in sheets, 50 grammes; ditto, in reels, 55 grammes; 
ditto, unglazed, in reams or reels, 50 grammes; unglazed poster 
papers, 30 grammes; wrappings, unglazed, 50 grammes; glazed, 55 
grammes. The standard maximum weight in all cases is to be 
i80 grammes per square metre. 

CALCULATION OF WEIGHTS. 

In establishing this, it is not necessary to take into consideration 
whether or not the paper is lighter or heavier than the specified 
weight, provided it is within the limits stipulated in Section 4. 
But, in any case, the inner protective wrappings or coverings are 
weighed with the paper, although the weight of cases, boards, 
outer wrappings, string, etc., is not counted. When ordinary 
wrappings are sent without boards the total gross weight of the 
parcel is to be charged for. In the case of paper on reels, after 
the effective weight is reckoned, that of the wrapper, or bobbin, 
can be added (if there is no agreement to the contrary), but if 
the weight of the paper descends below the limits set out in 
Paragraph 10, the account is to be on the basis of the effective net 
weight. 

Time oF Detvivery. 

This must be indicated on the order, but in default of any special 
understanding it may be taken as a general rule that six weeks 
are allowable from date of order to date of delivery. But where 
a stoppage of the making takes place from such causes as war, 
strikes, accidents to machinery, etc., the resulting delay shall not 
be counted in the six weeks, nor shall any delays en route, by 
rail or steamer, arising from strikes or otherwise. 

PLace oF Detvivery. 

Failing any other arrangement, delivery is considered to be 

made when the paper is at the nearest station to the mill. 
NUMBER OF SHEETS TO THE REAM. 

In general, this is 1,000, although in a few cases (wrapping pa- 
pers used in the hat trade for instance) there are only 500 sheets 
to the ream. 

PACKING. 

Nothing extra is charged for packing paper in bales. If packed 
in cases, and “free delivery” has been arranged for, half the value 
of the cases will be charged. Packing for shipment, or baling in 
sacking, will cost 2 per cent. extra. The normal weight of a 
bale is 100 kilos., or 200 kilos. in the case of printings and wrap- 
pings. If the paper is put up differently to this, an extra charge 
will be made. 

‘ Pay MENT. 

A discount of 2% per cent. is allowed for cash, one of 2 per 
cent. for settlement within thirty days, or net for four months’ 
bills. 

CUTTING AND TRIMMING. 

As a rule paper in reams will be delivered uncut, that is to say, 
in the size cut at the machine, a difference of 3 mm. either way is 
allowable, and the same in the length of reels. If the paper is not 
cut so that the edges are at right angles, the customer can refuse 
to take delivery. For papers cut to a special size, a deviation of

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IMPROVED BLEACH MIXING APPARATUS. 


The Disadvantages of the Old Method Overcome by a New 
Patented Device—Both Time and Labor Saved. 


A patent has been granted to Mr. Andrew Masson, of 
Messrs. Masson, Scott & Co., Ltd., the well known paper 
makers’ engineers, of London, England, covering improved 
means for mixing the bleaching powder used in the treatment 
of paper pulp, etc. The customary method, it is pointed out, 
involves much time and labor, and causes much inconvenience 
to the workers. These disadvantages, it is claimed, are avoided 
in the bleaching mixing apparatus invented by Mr. Masson. 

Fig. 1 represents a sectional elevation and Fig. 2 represents 
a plan. 

There is employed a single vertical tower, A, capable of 
containing the required quantity of bleaching liquid, say, for 





example, the extract of four barrels of bleaching powder, and 
wherein the bleach is extracted and mixed. The tower is fitted 
with a cover a’, having a central closable aperture a’, and, ad- 
jacent to the top, with interior brackets or supports a’, adapted 
to support a centrally disposed dished or conical receiving ves- 
sel B. The tower also has a conical bottom a* and an uptake 
pipe D, connected by a rotary pump circulator C, or other 
means for drawing the liquid contents of the tower from the 
bottom a‘ and lifting them up to the tower top, and there dis- 
charging them through a cock d* into the tower over the vessel 
B. The connection between the tower bottom and the cir- 
culator is controlled by a cock a’, and the uptake pipe is con- 
nected by a cock d' to a waste pipe or drain d*. Fresh water 
supply pipes E F may also be arranged respectively for flush- 
ing the uptake and for flushing the vessel B. 

In obtaining the desired solution, the tower is charged, say, 
three-fourth parts full of water, and a barrel of bleaching 
powder is emptied bodily through the hole a’ in the tower top 
into the under receiving vessel B, within the tower, suitable 
crane or barrel lowering apparatus being used for the purpose 
if desirable. The circulator C is then set in motion so as to 

ischarge water from the tower through the uptake into the 
vessel B, among the bleaching powder therein, and which is 
gradually washed out of said vessel into the water in the 
tower, and is mixed with the latter for some minutes. The 





second, third and fourth barrels of bleaching powder are then 
emptied into said receiving vessel, successively, and the con- 
tents, successively, mixed with the solution in the tower, the 
circulator mixing the whole equally, drawing from the top of 
the tower, discharging into the top of the tower, until all the 
bleaching powder is fully treated, and finally circulating the 
whole for a few minutes. 

By such means, in a very short time, a large quantity of 
bleaching liquid can be obtained, only requiring sufficient time 
to settle, when all the liquor can be drawn off through a con- 
trollable outlet d°, for use as required, and the settlement can 
be drawn off through the circulator and discharged to a drain 
or elsewhere. 

In order to prevent choking of the circulator by settling of 
the lime in the uptake, the latter can be flushed by means of 
fresh water from the pipe E, and likewise the last trace of 
bleach can be flushed out of the receiving vessel by fresh water 
from the pipe F. 


Contents of Rosin in Cellstuff. 


The director of the division of paper and textile technical 
examinations at the Royal Prussian Testing Bureau, Prof. W. 
Herzberg, says: 

“In various parts of the communications, made by this ‘office 
for testing materials’ (see Nos. 28 of the Papier Zeitung of 1905 
and 1906), reports have been furnished concerning the rosin 
contents of cellstuffs, and results based upon numerous proofs 
have been stated as follows: 

“The contents of rosin in bleached cellstuff are a trifle lower 
than in unbleached cellstuff. 

“The various sulphite producing processes have no positive 
influence on the presence of rosin. 

“The rosin contents (extracts of ether) in sulphite cellstuff 
are about 0.5 per cent. and those of soda pulp about 0.05 per 
cent. 

“The paper testing office has lately received some sulphite 
stuff for examination that had caused considerable trouble in 
a distant paper mill. Within a few minutes after placing the 
stuff for trial in a kollergang small rosin particles were ob- 
served settling on the surface of the millstones and on the 
groundstone. Although the stuff had been discharged very care- 
fully, yet a part of the rosin introduced itself into the kneaded 
stuff. The machine wire became so badly filled with rosin 
spots that it was found necessary to wash every twenty-four 
hours. A test of the cellstuff showed the unusual high grade 
of rosin contents of 1.08 per cent. 

“It would be very desirable and furnish valuable results 
were we enabled to continue examinations of cellstuffs re- 
garding their unusual large contents of rosin, and based upon 
a line of reliable figures we would thus be able to determine the 
injurious average percentage of rosin that appears in cellstuff. 

“In case paper makers would place that kind of material 
at our disposal, this office would offer to perform the testing 
process free of any charge, and results would be published 
without the mention of the firm.”

PAPER.—AIl members of the trade were kept busy this week 
attending to the wants of the consumer for the holiday season. 
In consequence the various grades of paper displayed an in- 
creased activity under the influx of new business. Large con- 
sumers in many instances are only receiving part shipments on their 


contracts because of the reduced output of a number of mills, due 


to the growing scarcity of all classes of raw materials. The manu- 
facturers are exerting themselves to the limit in an effort to cope 
w th the adverse conditions, but to no avail, for the present at least, 
and it seems now as if they will be compelled to await some reac- 
tionary movement. The severe cold weather which was felt in all 
the Fastern States this week will probably necessitate the closing 
down of some of the mills if the present temperature should con- 
tinue for any length of time, as the water power will no doubt 
be reduced to a minimum. This will cause a further delay in ship- 
ments, and the large consumers and dealers who have been caught 
short of supplies will be seriously handicapped for the time being. 
The present situation in the paper market would indicate that 
there will be a serious shortage of paper before long. Quotations 
on all grades of paper are being firmly maintained, and the possi- 
bility of a slump looks rather remote at this time. The demand for 
all the standard and higher grades of paper, including the cheaper 
grades, is of large and steady volume, We quote:

WOOD PULP.—There has been no actual improvement in the 
ground wood market this week, and all reports indicate that pulp 
is very scarce. The big drop in the thermometer during the week 
will reduce the water supply at many points to a very low level. 
Inquiries continue heavy, but consumers, notwithstanding these 
difficulties, show some hesitancy in purchasing at the present high 
prices. 


“WOOD FIBRES.—The large sulphite manufacturers abroad 


have advanced prices and give various reasons for doing so, but 
importers here state that the stringency in the home market was 
probably the most direct cause. Low water has reduced the pro- 
duction of mills in Europe to some extent. Importers state that 


spot lots of the foreign product have all been absorbed by con- 
sumers here. The domestic market remains unchanged. The cold 
weather will reduce the available water supply and the production 
will suffer in consequence. Supplies on spot lots are very scarce, 
and the mills have all they can do to fill present contracts. There 
has been no change in prices. We quote:

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CHINA CLAY.—A fairly good demand prevailed during the 
week, with stocks ample to meet consuming requirements. Prices 
for the imported article have been advanced .50c. a ton because of 
the increased cost of casks. The domestic product is in good de- 
mand and prices are firmly maintained at $8 and upward per ton. 

TALC.—The demand in the domestic market continues active, 
with $8 and upward per ton being quoted, depending on shipping 
point. 

ROSIN.—The market lacked spirit, with sales light at slight fluc- 
tuations in prices. A few round lots of common and good strained 
changed hands at $4.15 and $4.20 in yard. The top pale grades 
remain scarce here. At the close holders named from $4.15@4.25 
for common and good strained on spot. 

ALKALI.—The output of the manufacturers is being absorbed 
by existing contracts and the market is steady at recent quotations. 
Additional sales for prompt and forward are being made at .75c. 
for light in bulk, .80c. in bags, and dense in bulk 8oc. and bags 85c., 
with ordinary 48 per cent. at 87%c. f. o. b. works. Sales in the 
local market have continued fairly active at .85@.95c. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Spot continues scarce and the mar- 
ket rules steady on limited offerings. Arrivals are not coming 
in freely. Sales are on the basis of 1.30c. for English and other 
makes at 1.25c. and up. Car lots are held at 1.25c. and up, sea- 
board delivery. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Inquiries are fair for 1907 delivery. The 
movement is good on existing contracts and there is a fairly 
active demand for spot parcels. Orders are taken on the basis of 
1.75@1.80c., and .10c. higher for 60 per cent. f. o. b. works. Pow- 
dered is moving well at 254@3c. 

SAL SODA.—Contract deliveries are moving steadily and the 
market continues active. New orders are booked on the basis 
of 8oc. f. 0. b. Sales of concentrated are reported on the basis 
of 13@c. and up. 

ALUM.—There has been no material change in this market, and 
additional sales are being made to the paper makers. Orders for 
prompt and future delivery have been placed on the basis of 1.75@ 
1.80c. for lump, 1.85@1.90c. for ground, and powdered at 2.75¢c. 
and upward. 

BRIMSTONE.—A fairly active market has been in progress 
during the week. The demand has been seasonable and supplies 
are at a low level, owing to delayed shipments from producing 
centres.

Philadelphia Markets. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, December 11, 1906.—The liveliest kind of a de- 
mand for all classes of paper stock, especially for such as can be 
used in partial substitute for sulphite, and even soda pulp, exists, 
and prices for all grades are firmly held and show a tendency to 
climb, although no revision of the attached quotations can yet 
be made. 

The scarcity of soda pulp and sulphite continues. A well known 
book paper manufacturer is authority for the statement that he 
believes that there are not more than five days’ supplies of soda 
pulp in advance of actual demands on the market, and that sulphite 
is almost equally scarce. This condition has strengthened both 
the market for paper stocks and for rags. The latter are firmly 
held, the prospect of large supplies from the American market 
wot being a good one, and the time required for importation of 
German and Italian rags being a long one. 

Demand is most active for the better qualities of stock, although 
the cheaper grades are readily disposed of at current prices. The 
supply of book stock hardly equals the market demands. Com- 


mons are plentiful, but there is no accumulation in the hands of 
the jobbers.

Growth of the Forestry School at Yale. 

The annual catalogue of the School of Forestry at Yale Univer- 
sity, which will be published this week, shows that no branch 
of Yale has ever equaled the growth of this its youngest depart- 
ment in its first six years. In calling attention to the remarkable 
features of this forthcoming report the Yale Alumni Weekly says: 

“In the historical ups and downs of other and older depart- 
ments of Yale the record, the work, and the prosperity of the 
Forest School call for special attention. It has endowment funds 
of $200,000, with the lumbermen’s professorship fund of $150,000 
in sight, and an annual income of about $20,000. Its courses of 
instruction already number thirty-one, in charge of twenty-six 
teachers, including lecturers; and its steadily waxing registration 
of students now amounts to fifty-nine in the two regular classes, 
besides twenty-seven students in the nature of ‘specials.’
